Sow to Avoid Qottlng: Fat A Bill of 
Fare. 

A new book on "Cuipniencf' and Its 
Trea mem" Iihh lately bci-n | nbhtthi'd ill 
(Jnniiany, by Prof. Kl>hlcir,(if (iotlili- 
gcn. lli^ is not, lilic tlic iMi^lihli 
"Havior of t hf litout," full <if overflow- 
ing thankfulness for relief from this 
iliKea.se; proluibly lie baa not even suf- 
fered from it, for corpulent men are 
rarely stern and slrirt. His method 
also differs from thai of Banting. Ao- 
coiiiiiig to Ebstein, the primary cauBO 
of cor]iuleni:y Ih the waul of sullicicnt 
energy to reiiuunci; thi' .so called atlrao- 
tioiiHof life, lie firmly maintains that 
fat is jiroducpd merely by over-eating 
aud drinking. Water and drinking 
cures are allogelher condemned by 
Prof. Ebstein; and while the Banting 
system teaches thai "fat iiKiken fal," 
tliiH doctrine i.s directly opposed by 
Prof. Kbfitein, in whose ideal of fare 
for those suSering from corpulency fat 
forms a great feature. "The 250 
granmieK of baton," hmvh Prof. Ebstein, 
"whicii our I'lmperor ordered to be de- 
livered lo all soldier.s takinj,' part in 
tho French caiii)iai!.'n of IS70 are, so 
to Hjjeak, an ollicial acknowlcdgeiuent 
of tlie importance of fat in tho ration- 
al nourishment of a hard-working 
man." 

The annexed bill of fare i.s that pro- 
posed by Prof. f^b.steiii for an average 
case of corpulen.cy, the invalid being 
BUiiposed to be -11 years of age, and 
having Hun'ered from increasing .slout- 
nesH for twenty-fivo years. The disease 
is supposed to be contracted by iimuf- 
ficieni bodily exercise, a diet consisting 
of such things as are hurtful, among 
which are named all sweet dishes and 
tbosQ containing much albumen and 
tliosg devoid of a sufficient quantity of 
fat: 

"Breakfast— A large cup of black 
tea without milk or sugar; 50 granimes 
of white bread or toasted brown bread, 
with plenty of butter. 
' "I>inner--Soup(frequenlly,wilh bone 
marrow), 120 lo ISO ;;raniiiieH meat, 
boiled or roasted, with fat gravy — fat 
nient being ]irefe able; a small quantity 
of vegetables, jiarticularly ligumitous, 
but also all kinds of cabbage. Turnips 
are excluded because of the sugar in 
them; potatoes are altogether excluded. 
After dinner some fri'«li fruit, wdien in 
season, as deH.-i'rl; Hjsalal'or baked 
fruit without sugar. Two or tbroo 
glasses of u light wine. Soon after 
dinnera largo cup of black tea, without 
mild and sugar. 

"Supper — In winter regularly, in 
flunimer occasionally, a laago cup of 
black tea wiiliou' milk and sugar. An 
egg or .some fal roasl beef, or both, 
flonietimea fut ham, smoked or fieHh 
tieli, about 00 graiunies of white bread, 
with plenty of butter, and occasionally 
a small quantity of obssM and soma 
freah fruitl"
